ENRY  JAMES  has  long  been  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  great  masters  of  the 
modern  novel  This  book  provides  a 
superb,  brief  introduction  to  James 
and  his  writings,  it  is  a  portrait  of  his 
development  as  a  writer  and  of  the 
seemingly  inexhaustible  inventive- 
ness of  his  imagination 

The  first  chapter  introduces  the  theme 
that  was  to  dominate  James's  whole 
creative  life — the  "complex  fate"  of 
the  American  living  in  Europe — and 
surveys  James's  achievement  up  to  the 
age  of  thirty-eight,  which  culminated 
in  The  Portrait  of  a  Lady  The  second 
chapter,  covering  the  period  of  his 
continuous  residence  in  London  from

lortians,  The  Princess  Casamassima.  and 
The  Tragic  Muse  It  also  touches  on  his 
criticism  of  fiction  and  his  travel  writ- 
ings and  examines  the  short  novels 
and  stories  in  which  this  period  is 
especially  rich,  including  Tie  As;)fr»t 
Papers,  The  Spoils  oj Poynton,  WhatMaisie 
Knew,  and  The  Turn  of  the  Screw  The 
third  chapter  deals  with  James's  last 
years  at  Rye  and  devotes  most  of  its 
space  to  his  three  masterpieces  of  this 
period,  The  Ambassadors,  The  Wings  of 
the  Dove,  and  The  Golden  Bowl  It  also 
considers  James's  final  impressions  of 
his  native  land,  recorded  in  The  Amer- 
ican Scene,  and  discusses  one  of  the 
central  paradoxes  of  his  artistic  career, 
the  desire  to  have  experience  without 
involvement

OR  twenty-five  years  Michael  Arbib 
has  been  studying  the  workings  of  the 
human  brain  and  developing  new  ap- 
proaches to  the  design  of  intelligent 
machines  TTiese  concerns  have  often 
led  him  to  ponder  philosophical  ques- 
tions about  the  nature  of  mind  and 
knowledge  In  this  book,  Arbib  offers 
a  stimulating,  speculative  discussion 
of  cognitive  science  and  its  relation  to 
larger  philosophical  and  social  issues. 

Arbib  proposes  a  theory  of  mental 
schemas  to  explain  how  the  individual 
brain  represents  the  world  around  it. 
He  builds  on  Piaget's  studies  of  how 
children  learn  and  on  his  own  work  in 
brain  theory  and  artificial  intelligence 
to  show  how  the  concept  of  schemas 
can  be  used  to  link  cognitive  science 
to  the  study  of  persons  in  society  He 
then  employs  this  "schema  theory"  as 
a  way  of  looking  at  various  construc- 
tions of  reality,  including  those  of 
Chomsky,  Freud,  Marx,  and  Haber- 
mas  In  the  final  chapter,  headdresses 


the  question  of  human  freedom  and 
suggests  a  means  of  avoiding  the 
apparent  limitations  of  mechanistic 
explanations  for  human  mental 
processes

H I S  book  presents  a  rigorous  critical 
analysis  of  academic  political  theory 
and  its  relationship  to  philosophy  and 
politics  It  explores,  historically  and

John  G  Cunnell  sets  out  to  destroy  a

value,  and  that  academic  discourse 
about  politics  is  equivalent  to  political 
discourse 

In  the  final  chapters,  Cunnell  ad- 
dresses the  more  positive  question  of 
what  political  theory  might  be  and 
presents  the  rudiments  of  a  theory  of 
politics  based  on  an  analysis  of  con- 
ventional objects

RO  M  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  to  the 
beginning  of  World  War  II,  American 
philosophers  produced  a  complex  and 
sophisticated  body  of  thought  Six 
men  in  particular  were  responsible  for 
shaping  American  philosophy 
Charles  S  Peirce,  William  James, 
Josiah  Royce,  George  Santayana,
